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ANNUAL  BUSINESS  MEETING 


The  annual  business  meeting,  held  Friday,  May  23,  1924, 
was  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Dr.  A.  M.  Fraser,  President  of  the 
Mary  Baldwin  College. 

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  accepted. 

Mrs.  Annie  Hotchkiss-Howison  occupied  the  chair  while  the 
President  gave  her  report,  which  follows : 

MEMBERS  OF  THE  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION: 

In  reviewing  my  term  I  cannot  boast  o£  glorious  achievement,  or 
present  success,  as  your  President.  Nevertheless,  the  year  has  been  a 
busy  one.  I  trust  the  efforts  are  merely  lying  dormant  and  that  in  the 
near  future  results  even  beyond  our  present  expectation  will  be  realized. 

Carrying  out  the  sense  of  the  1923  business  meeting,  I  wrote  the  At- 
lanta Alumnae  Association  declining,  at  the  present  time,  the  endowment 
campaign  challenge,  but  expressing  this  Association's  appreciation  of  its 
great  zeal  for  and  interest  in  this  institution. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  acting  President,  Mrs.  Howison, 
efforts  were  made  to  establish  several  new  chapters.  At  this  time  we 
have  no  new  chapters  to  report,  but  we  know  a  foundation  is  laid. 

In  February  the  Executive  Committee  through  the  President  sent  a 
letter  of  greeting,  containing  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  college  activities,  to 
all  organized  chapters  and  to  those  chapters,  whose  reports  were  missing 
for  last  j'ear.     This  has  brought  results. 

I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  importance  of  the  local  chap- 
ter, which  draws  its  impressions  direct  from  our  Alma  Mater,  other  chap- 
ters will  strive  to  keep  pace  with  it. 

It  is  with  pride  that  we  can  say  that  one  year  of  Alary  Baldwin  Col- 
lege is  past  and  we  rejoice  that  it  is  fully  launched  on  its  career  of 
greater  usefulness,  but  it  means  greater  responsibility  for  us.  We  must 
have  a  full  or  part  time  Field  Secretary,  so  that  we  may  put  our  work 
fully  before  the  Alumnje  at  large.  The  initial  financing  of  such  a 
Secretary  will  be  the  most  difficult  part,  but  it  has  generally  been  found 
that  they  shortly  pay  for  themselves.  This  may  mean  a  little  more  work 
for  all  of  us,  but  we  can  search  history  and  will  find  it  is  always  the 
energetic  and  already  busy  people  who  accomplish  things.

Dr.  Fraser  gave  the  following  report  which  was  accepted  by 
a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

May  23,   1924. 
Mrs.  D.  H.  Hill  Arnold, 
President  of  the  Alumnje  z\ssociation, 
i\Iary   Baldwin   College, 
Staunton,  Va. 
My  dear  Mrs.  Arnold: 

In  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  am  ad- 
dressing this  communication  through  you  to  the  Alumna  Association. 

The  Board  wishes  nie  to  give  official  information  to  the  Association 
of  the  purpose  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia  to  raise  $500,000  for  the  Col- 
lege and  the  purpose  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Staunton  and 
Augusta  County  to  raise  $100,000.  This  information  is  given  with  the 
hope  that  the  Association  may  see  its  way  clear  to  add  to  this  fund  a 
fund  of  its  own  to  be  contributed  by  the  Alumnje.  Should  the  Associa- 
tion see  its  Vv^ay  clear  to  act  upon  this  suggestion,  it  v/ould  be  altogether 
within  the  province  of  the  Association  itself  to  determine  the  amount 
of  its  fund  and  the  time  and  method  of  raising  it. 

Whilst  the  Synod  of  Virginia  has  not  fixed  a  time  for  making  its 
canvass,  nor  organized  machinery  for  it,  it  is  highly  probable  that  the 
Synod  will  take  such  action  at  its  next  meeting  in  September.  If  it 
should  do  so,  the  present  meeting  of  your  Association  would  be  the 
last  one  before  the  Synod's  activities  v/ould  begin.  It  is  possible  that 
the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  may  decide  to  make  a  canvass  simul- 
taneous with  that  of  the  Synod,  thus  giving  both  agencies  the  benefit 
of  the  same  publicity  and  of  whatever  enthusiasm  the  cause  may  excite. 
If  your  Association  should  decide  to  raise  its  own  fund,  it  might  be  well 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  acting  at  the  same  time  and  in  coopera- 
tion with  the   Synod,  and  possibly  with  the   Chamber  of   Commerce. 

That  there  may  be  no  confusion,  and  no  overlapping  of  solicitations, 
I  would  suggest  the  aopointment  of  a  committee  from  your  Associa- 
tion to  confer  with  similar  committees  from  the  Sjmod  and  the  Chamber 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Such  a  committee  from  your  Body  might 
either  be  instructed  to  repoi"t  back  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, or  else  be  granted  plenary  powers  to  determine  officially  all 
questions  that  may  arise  and  to  conclude  all  business  with  the  full  au- 
thority of  the  Association. 

In  view  of  the  widely  scattered  state  of  your  constituency  and  the 
need  for  unity  of  organization  and  action,  may  I  suggest  the  advisa- 
bility of  emplo3ang  a  field  secretary  to  visit  the  Alumnje  in  their  centers, 
or  to  correspond  with  them  where  there  are  no  centers,  with  a  view  to 
thorough  organization,  information  and  the  awakening  of  enthusiasm. 
The  real  problem  in  such  a  course  would  be  the  providing  a  salary  for 
the  Secretary  and  the  expenses  of  her  correspondence,  travel,  etc.  It 
would  only  be  the  initial  expense,  however,  that  would  cause  the  prob- 
lem. After  the  raising  of  money  begins,  the  salary  and  all  expenses 
v/ould  be  provided  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  canvass. 

I  need  not  say  that  this  requires  the  services  of  your  wisest,  most 
enthusiastic  and  tactful  member,  or  members.  Nor  need  I  say  that  the 
Alumnje  of  Mary  Baldwin  are  rich  in  the  qualifications  that  have  just 
been  intimated. 

Institutions  of  learning  are  depending  more  than  they  formerly  did 
upon  the  lo^'alty  and  practical  support  of  their  alumni,  rather  than  upon 
the   spasmodic   generosity   of   wealthy   philanthropists.      In   all   efforts    to 


raise  money  for  these  institutions,  the  alumni  have  been  one  of  the  lar- 
gest factors.  In  more  than  four  score  years  of  its  most  gracious  service, 
Mary  Baldwin  has  sown  throughout  the  land  a  large  harvest  of  woman- 
hood. There  is  at  this  time  an  opportunity  to  give  expression  to  the 
Mary  Baldwin  sentiment  and  ideals  in  permanent  and  magnificent  form 
and  in  a  field  hitherto  unoccupied.  Would  that  a  voice  might  go  forth 
from  this  meeting  that  would  set  every  brain  cell  in  motion  and  cause 
every  nerve  to  tingle  with  enthusiasm,  with  the  vision  of  a  splendid  and 
beautiful  future !

Miss  Higgins'  report  followed ;  this  was  accepted  with  thanks : 

To  the  Alumnae  of  the  Mary  Baldwin :  Madam  President,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  j^ear  of  1923-'24  is  memorable  in  the  Mary  Baldwin  Annals  for 
a  radical  departure  in  administrative  policy  and  for  general  constructive 
work  in  organization.  The  College  has  been  the  new  interest,  the  chal- 
lenge, the  adventure,  and  we  have  endeavored  to  meet  this  challenge 
gallantly,  and  to  solve  day  by  day  the  many  perplexing  problems,  always 
trying  to  combine  realties  with  the  highest  Christian  standards. 

The  organization  of  two  groups  of  students  differing  in  preparation 
and  aim  taxed  our  ingenuity  to  the  utmost,  but  if  you  will  follow  me 
through  your  beautiful  stately  buildings,  I  will  give  you  just  a  few  de- 
tails to  show  you  that  while  the  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  has  gone  on, 
the  Mary  Baldwin  College  in  organization  and  curriculum  is  a  fact  and 
not  a  fancy.  In  the  dormitories  on  the  upper  terrace  you  will  find  be- 
tween fifty-five  and  sixty  regularly  matriculated  college  girls  running  a 
form  of  co-operative  government  administered  by  hall  presidents  and 
monitors.  The  hall  president  makes  out  her  card  every  week  from  her 
daily  records  and  files  that  card  every  Saturday  morning  in  her  own  fil- 
ing case  in  my  office.  The  hall  organization  is  not  perfect,  but  it  is  mov- 
ing towards  perfection. 

In  close  relation  to  the  dormitory  life  comes  the  dining  room.  The 
central  row  of  tables  in  the  dining  room  is  used  for  college  students 
only,  the  presidents  of  the  classes  presiding  at  the  tables  as  far  as 
possible.  During  my  fifteen  years  at  the  Mary  Baldwin  I  have  known  no 
year  in  which  the  dining  room  deportment  has  been  more  orderly  and 
dignified. 

To  meet  the  conditions  arising  from  having  college  and  preparatory 
classes  in  one  academic  building,  we  used  as  far  as  expedient  the  second 
floor  of  this  building  for  college  classes,  posting  the  class  schedules  and 
all  matters  pertaining  to  college  life  on  a  bulletin  board  on  that  floor. 
All  college  students  study  in  their  own  rooms  or  in  the  library. 

The  policy _  of  the  library  has  been  liberality,  keeping  books  within 
easy  reach,  striving  to  give  the  college  students  not  merely  the  books  they 
need  for  irnmediate  use  but  allowing  them  to  dispose  of  their  own  time, 
passing  quietly  in  and  out  of  the  library  as  the  amount  of  reference 
work  demands.  I  know  of  no  place  in  the  school  where  the  scholarly 
attitude  is  shown  more  clearly  than  in  the  intelligent  use  of  the  library 
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and  the  quiet  studious  atmosphere  which  prevails  there.  By  the  way, 
the  number  of  books  has  passed  the  seven  thousand  mark,  and  under 
the  skillful  management  of  }iliss  Abbie  'SI.  ^IcFarland,  30U  will  tind 
everj-  book  catalogued  and  ready  to  greet  you  should  you  desire  to 
have  one. 

An  examination  of  the  college  catalogue  will  reveal  to  jou  that  the 
courses  of  study  in  English,  History,  Bible,  etc..  etc.,  have  been  broadened 
and  enriched.  Xew  courses  in  Philosophy,  Education  and  Political 
Economy-  have  been  added.  \'aluable  equipment  was  added  to  the  phy- 
sical laboratory  this  year,  and  I  am  hoping  to  install  some  equipment  for 
experimental  psychology  next  year.  In  speaking  of  the  college  catalogue, 
I  neglected  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  now  issue  tAvo  cat- 
alogues, one  for  the  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  one  for  the  Mary 
Baldwin  College.  I  am  preserving  the  first  cop}"  of  the  Mary  Baldwin 
College  catalogue  for  the  session  of  1923-'24,  hoping  tliat  when  the  cor- 
nerstone is  laid  for  your  new  administrative  building  on  the  college  site 
this  catalogue  maj"  find  a  resting  place  therein.  I  am  living  widi  intense 
interest  in  the  present  and  alwaN^s  building  for  the  future.  I  state  very 
distinctly  in  the  catalogue  that  social  reorganization  cannot  be  effected 
so  long  as  two  schools  are  provided  for  in  the  same  plant,  but  tlie  college 
girls  tliis  winter  have  enjoAed  many  liberties  not  previously  extended  to 
them,  and  so  far  as  I  know  they  have  kept  the  faith. 

The  Young  Woman's  Christian  Association  continues  to  be  a  powerful 
influence  in  the  school,  and  the  religious  feeling  is  strong  and  abiding. 

\\  e  have  six  teachers  doing  e.xclusivel}'  college  vrork  in  English,  His- 
tor\-,  Ps3"cholo£^"  and  Ethics.  Historv-  of  Art,  Latin.  French,  Spanish, 
and  ilathematics.  A  major  part  of  the  time  of  the  Bible  and  the  Science 
teachers  is  given  to  college  work,  making  eight  college  teachers  in  all. 
These  teachers  represent  such  universities  as  Cornell,  Columbia,  Johns 
Hopkins,  \\  ellesley,  Goucher,  and  the  Biblical   Seminary. 

^fay  I  take  this  opportunit},-  to  tell  you,  the  honored  Alumnse  of  the 
^^iar}-  Baldwin,  that  the  splendid  group  of  scholarly  efficient  officers  and 
teachers  now  laboring  at  the  Mary  Baldwin  have  enabled  us  to  meet  this 
new  challenge  with  a  reasonable  amount  of  success.  The  magnificent 
team  work,  the  grim  determination  to  overcome  difficulties,  the  loxaltj'  to 
and  love  for  the  Mar\"  Baldwin,  have  been  the  dominating  factors  in 
this  our  first  j-ear.  If  time  would  permit,  I  would  like  to  tell  you  of 
the  valuable  contributions  made  to  the  success  of  the  college  life  by  all 
of  the  officers  of  the  school,  by  the  preparatori!-  teachers,  by  the  special 
teachers,  for  our  interests  are  so  closely  interwoven  that  it  is  impossible 
in  fact  to  separate  them.  But  as  I  was  asked  to  speak  of  the  college  work, 
I  have  emohasized  that  division  particularh\  Slay  I  ask  30U  that  some 
da\'  you  will  give  me  the  opportunitj-  of  telling  you  of  the  vigorous  work 
carried  on  in  all  the  departments? 

The  four  regular  college  classes  were  organized  early  in  tlie  fall. 
After  frequent  consultations  and  m.uch  persuasion  some  of  the  students 
who  had  enrolled  for  graduation  in  the  Junior  College  Course  were  in- 
duced to  transfer  to  the  Xew  College  Course.  The  class  formations  were 
as  follows  :  Freshmen,  fortj-two  ;  Sophomores,  fifteen ;  Juniors,  three  ; 
Seniors,  one.  The  senior,  ^Miss  Elsie  Jones,  of  New  Bern,  North  Car- 
olina, who  after  three  years'  work  at  the  Seminary,  was  graduated  from 
'  the  Junior  College  Course  last  IMay.  The  remaining  college  students, 
fift}-seven  in  number,  are  classified  as  college  specials.  Alanj-  of  these 
students  are  taking  Music,  Art,  Expression,  Domestic  Science,  or  Physical 
Education  in  addition  to  some  college  subjects.  The  total  num.ber  of 
college  students  enrolled  is  one  hundred  and  nineteen ;  the  day  students 
are  included  in  this  number.  All  college  classes  run  on  the  hour  basis 
and  are  under  a  different  schedule  of  bells  from  that  of  the  preparatory 
department.  The  college  students  use  the  Library  with  increased  ease 
and  abiUtv. 
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As  we  have  one  candidate  for  the  degree  o£  Bachelor  of  Arts  this 
year,  we  decided  to  hold  separate  graduating  exercises.  This  degree  will 
be  conferred  by  our  honored  President,  Dr.  A.  M.  Fraser,  Monday  morn- 
ing at  eleven  o'clock,  and  all  the  college  students  as  well  as  the  college 
faculty  will  be  in  academic  costume.  An  academic  procession  will  be 
formed  on  one  of  the  terraces. 

We  have  the  students,  we  have  the  college  organization  and  broadening 
curriculum,  we  have  the  strong  faculty,  and  we  have  your  beautiful  plant 
which  was  built  for  one  school  and  not  for  two.  My  message  is  cheer- 
ful and  hopeful,  but  I  want  you  who  have  acquired  or  inherited  the 
Mary  Baldwin  spirit  to  realize  that  I  am  fully  alive  to  the  limitations 
under  which  we  are  working,  but  I  also  want  you  to  know  that  my  am- 
bition for  the  Mary  Baldwin  knows  no  boundary  lines.  "Come  over 
and  help  us"  so  that  Mary  Baldvv'in  will  continue  to  prove  that  "a  city 
set  upon  a  hill  cannot  be  hid." 

May  I  give  you  some  additional  information  concerning  the  Mary 
Baldwin  Seminary? 

(Taken  from  a  report  prepared  Jan.  22,  1924) 

ENROLLMENT. 

The  students  in  the  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  for  the  first  half  ses- 
sion are  divided  into  the  following  groups :  Graded  Department,  36 ; 
College-preparatory  Department,  First-year,  21 ;  Second-year,  24 ;  Third- 
year,  26 ;  Fourth-year,  43 ;  the  old  Seminary  or  Junior  College  Depart- 
ment— Juniors,  17;  Seniors,  14;  Specials,  45.  The  Juniors  and  Seniors 
have  their  usual  class  organizations  which  are  kept  separate  from  the 
college  classes.  These  classes  have  decreased  in  membership  on  account 
of  the  transfer  of  some  students  to  the  new  College  course.  I  shall  not 
give  the  academic  distribution  in  all  subjects,  but  I  wish  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  large  number,  one  hundred  and  seven,  studying  prepara- 
tory Latin.  This  group  was  so  large  that  it  became  necessary  to  employ 
a  second  assistant  for  this  department.  There  has  been  no  marked 
falling  off  in  the  special  departments. 

PHYSICAL  AND  MENTAL  TESTS. 

Individual  mental  tests  have  been  given  to  the  new  boarding  students, 
and  we  are  planning  to  give  group  tests  to  the  whole  school  immediately 
after  examinations.  Membership  in  the  Athletic  Association  is  open  to 
all  students.  The  Physical  Director  attempted  to  sub-divide  those  en- 
rolled in  athletics  into  preparatory  and  college  groups,  but  that  division 
in  some  cases  was  impossible  on  account  of  conflicting  schedules.  In- 
door gymnastics  and  field  sports  have  been  emphasized.  The  size  of  the 
gymnasium  continues  to  be  a  handicao.  The  court,  upper  terraces,  and 
porches  are  used  for  setting-up  exercises. 

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE. 

We  maintain  the  same  standard  for  entrance  to  our  College  Depart- 
ment that  we  do  for  those  who  seek  admission  to  other  institutions.  Last 
fall  we  sent  students  to  the  following  colleges  and  universities :  Goucher, 
Wellesley,  Mt.  Holyoke,  Abilene  Christian  College,  Agnes  Scott,  Sweet 
Briar,  Randolph-Macon,  University  of  Texas,  and  the  University  of  Ok- 
lahoma. Satisfactory  reports  as  to  the  progress  of  these  students  have 
been  received  from  those  colleges  furnishing  reports  to  Preparatory 
schools.  This  year  we  expect  to  send  representatives  from  our  prepara- 
tory department  to  Vassar,  Smith,  Goucher,  and  Columbia. 
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JUNIOR  COLLEGE. 

Students  from  the  Junior  College  course  have  received  advanced 
standing  in  such  institutions  as  Abilene  Christian  College,  Antioch  Col- 
lege, Randolph-^Macon,  Goucher,  University  of  Chicago.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  of  our  three  literary  graduates  of  last  year,  one  is  teaching 
in  the  Covington  High  School;  one  is  working  for  her  A.  B.  degree  at 
the  University  of  Chicago,  v^'here  she  received  two  full  years'  credit  for 
the  work  done  at  the  Mary  Baldwin;  and  the  remaining  one  expects  to 
graduate  fro:n  the  Mary  Baldwin   College  in  May. 

FACULTY. 

Some  members  of  the  academic  faculty  hold  degrees  from  the  follow- 
ing universities  and  colleges :  University  of  Chicago,  Cornell,  Goucher, 
VVellesley,  Brenau.  Other  members  who  are  graduates  from  the  Mary 
Baldwin  have  done  additional  work  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  and  Columbia  University.  One  teacher  has  a  record 
for  advanced  work  at  the  University  of  the  South.  Two  normal  grad- 
uates, one  from  Harrisonburg,  and  one  from  Farmville,  have  charge  of 
the  Graded  Department.  The  Bible  teacher  has  studied  at  the  Biblical 
Training  School  of  New  York  City.  The  Physical  Director  is  a  grad- 
uate of  the  Sargent's  School  of  Gymnastics  of  Cambridge,  Mass.  The 
Expression  teacher  is  a  graduate  of  the  Curry  School  of  Expression, 
Boston.  The  Domestic  Science  teacher  is  a  normal  graduate  of  the  Bos- 
ton Cooking  School,  Boston,  and  she  has  done  additional  work  at  Teach- 
ers' College,  Columbia  University.  The  Art  teacher  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Maryland  Institute  of  Art  and  Design,  and  she  has  also  studied  exten- 
sively in  other  schools.  The  Piano  and  Voice  teachers  have  been  trained 
under  native  and  foreign  masters. 

The  work  has  been  extremely  varied  this  year,  and  nearly  every  day 
has  brought  complications,  some  of  which  required  immediate  and  quick 
decision,  and  others  involved  long  hours  of  careful  deliberation.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  routine  work  and  to  supervising  the  complicated  organiza- 
tion, I  am  always  feeling  the  temper,  or  spirit,  of  the  students  and  ob- 
serving the  attitude  of  the  college  and  preparatory  groups  toward  each 
other.  I  have  been  conscious  at  times  of  some  feeHng  of  restlessness 
on  the  part  of  preparatory  students  which  seemed  to  be  caused  by  the 
increased  attention  paid  to  college  students,  and  while  I  have  earnestly 
endeavored  to  create  a  college  atmosphere,  I  have  realized  the  necessity  of 
conserving  the  long  recognized  merit  and  standard  of  the  Mary  Baldwin 
Seminary. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  j'ou,  the  Alumnae  of  Mary  Bald- 
win Seminary,  old  friends  and  new,  for  your  consideration  and  continued 
courtesy.

We  had  the 
pleasure  of  having  as  our  guests  on  this  occasion  Miss  Higgins,  the 
Principal,  and  Dr.  Fraser,  the  President  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  College. 
Also  an  interesting  program  rendered  by  several  of  the  Mary  Baldwin 
students.

This  Chapter  submits  the  following  recommendations  to  the  Mary 
Baldwin  Alumnae  Association  for  your  consideration : 

I.  That  the  Alumnse  at  large  take  as  its  goal  the  sum  of  $500,000 
to  be  raised  for  the  College  Endowment  Fund,  the  sum  to  be  raised  in 
ten  3^ears. 

(This  recommendation  was  fully  discussed  and  accepted ;  the  same  was 
tui-ned  over  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  development  of  further 
plans.) 

n.  That  the  Association  employ  the  services  of  a  Field  Secretary  to 
organize  chapters  and  arouse  enthusiasm. 

(This  recommendation  was  adopted  and  referred  to  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  and  the  officers 
of  the  Staunton  Chapter;  this  committee  to  decide  upon  the  financing 
and  securing  a  Field  Secretary.  During  the  open  discussion  of  the  above 
recommendation  it  v^?as  m.oved  and  seconded  that  $250.00,  money  invested 
as  the  basis  of  an  Endowment  Fund  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Association 
Treasurer  be  used  in  financing  a  Field  Secretary  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  College  be  approached  for  an  additional 
$500.00.  If  necessary  another  $250.00  to  be  taken  from  current  expenses 
of  Association,  all  this  in  the  form  of  a  loan.) 

III.  That  we  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Washington  Chap- 
ter to  conduct  a  sale  of  fancy  articles  during  the  school  session  at  the 
College. 

(The  above  is  enlarged  upon  elsewhere  in  the  Bulletin.) 

IV.  That  inasmuch  as  the  Mary  Baldwin  College  is  now  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  Synod  of  Virginia 

We,  the  members  of  the  Staunton  and  Augusta  County  Chapter  of 
the  Alumnae  Association,  do  hereby  make  the  following  request. 

That  the  Mary  Baldwin  College  Alumnae  Association  at  its  next 
annual  meeting  take  steps  toward  the  appointment  of  a  Mary  Baldwin 
representative  in  each  Church  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  the  duty  of  this 
representative  being  to  foster  an  interest  in  the  Seminary  and  College, 
not  only  in  her  church  but  in  her  community  and  shall  endeavor  to  hold 
a  meeting  on  Baldwin  Day,  October  fourth. 

(No  action  was  taken  upon  this  recommendation  except  that  it  should 
be  incorporated  with  resolutions. ) 

V.  The  following  was  adopter  as  a  recommendation  to  be  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

At  a  very  pleasant  meeting  of  the  Staunton  and  Augusta  County 
Chapter  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  Alumna  Association,  many  things  of  in- 
terest in  regard  to  our  Alma  Mater  were  informally  discussed,  and  the 
occasion  seemed  a  suitable  one  to  express  our  feelings  of  loyalty  and  of 
love  for  the  school  so  dear  to  our  hearts. 
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In  this  connection  the  hope  was  expressed  and  shared  by  all  present, 
that  if,  at  any  future  time,  changes  in  the  buildings  seemed  necessary, 
the  old  chapel  should  he  left  intact,  or  restored  as  far  as  possible  to  its 
original  form  when  used  as  a  church. 

In  this  building  the  fore-fathers  of  many  of  us  worshiped,  here  it 
was  that  Dr.  Joseph  R.  Wilson  preached  the  Gospel  and  here  most 
probably  was  baptized  the  baby  Thomas  Woodrow  Wilson,  a  child  of 
the  Covenant,  born  and  reared  in  Presbyterianism,  destined  to  become 
noted  Educator,  Statesman,  Patriot,  Ruler  of  a  mighty  nation,  a  man  of 
Vision  and  high  ideals,  one  who  gladly  sacrificed  life  itself  in  a  gallant 
fight  to  promote  international  peace  and  goodwill — is  not  his  name,  the 
most  out-standing  one  of  our  time,  a  valuable  asset  to  the  old  Seminary? 
Within  these  v;alls  memories  of  our  beloved  Miss  Baldwin  crowd 
thick  and  fast,  memories  too,  of  teachers  loved  and  revered,  and  so  we, 
as  a  chapter,  ask  the  authorities  to  preserve  the  old  building  in  its 
pristine  simplicity  of  beauty  and  design. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Staunton  Chapter  it  had  been  suggested  that  a 
campaign  slogan  be  adopted  and  several  were  offered  at  this  meeting. 
After  due  consideration  the   following  was  adopted : 

Stone  on  stone 

Has  Mary  Baldwin's  grown, 

A   college   rare, 

Its  every   stone, 

A  daugliter  fair. 
The  adoption  of  an  appropriate  slogan  for  the  Alumnss  Association 
was  also  discused  with  the  res'^lt  that  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that 
a  committee,  appointed  b}^  the  President,  ask,  through  the  Bulletin,  for 
slogans  from  the  Almnnas  at  large.  (Miss  Augusta  Bumgardner,  Staun- 
ton, Va.,  was  appointed  chairman  of  this  committee  and  she  asks  that 
all  suggestions  be  sent  to  her  by  January  1,   1925.) 

WASHINGTON  CHAPTER. 

The  Washington  Chapter  had  only  one  meeting  this  year,  which  was 
held  on  May  7,  1924,  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Jas.  Trimble  and  her  sister. 
Miss  Flora  Firor.  Eleven  members  were  present,  and  several  visitors 
added  to  the  pleasure  of  the  occasion.  Six  new  members  were  added  to 
the  chapter.  Miss  Moore  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  last  Alumna 
meeting  in  Staunton.  She  spoke  particularl}'  of  the  work  of  our  mis- 
sionary student.  Miss  Bull,  and  also  commended  Miss  Higgins'  work  as 
Principal.  A  program  relative  to  the  transition  of  the  M.  B.  S.  into  a 
Class  A  College  for  Women  was  of  great  interest  to  the  old  Baldwin 
girls. 

Mrs.  Trimble  offered  a  resolution  of  sympathy  on  account  of  the 
death   of   our  loyal   and  beloved  member,   Mrs.   Daniel.

Katharine  Shuey  Kappler.

All  articles  for  these  sales  to  be  plainly  marked  as  to  price  and  to 
be  sent  to  some  one  appointed  by  the  Staunton  Chapter  to  receive  them 
in  Staunton. 

ARGUMENTS  FOR  THE  PLAN 

Where  there  are  so  many  young  girls,  there  will  be  much  giving  of 
presents  at  school  and  gifts  wanted  to  be  sent  home  for  birthdays,  anni- 
versaries, etc.  The  money  so  expended  might  as  well  come  into  the 
College  fund. 

This  plan  of  giving  by  the  personnel  of  the  Chapters  would  fall  very 
lightly  on  each  one. 

As  the  articles  for  sale  are  all  to  be  donated  they  could  be  sold  at 
honest  and  moderate  prices. 

This  plan  has  been  endorsed  by  the  Washington  Chapter,  if  approved 
by  Miss  Higgins  and  the  Alumnae  Association.

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THE  FIRST  COMMENCEMENT  OF 
MARY  BALDWIN  COLLEGE 

Mary  Baldwin  College  held  its  first  commencement  May  26,  1924. 

Miss  Elsie  Walker  Jones,  a  Junior  College  graduate  of  1923,  by  dint 
of  hard  work  covered  in  one  year  the  whole  ground  between  the  Junior 
College  course  and  the  full  college  course.  It  is  well  known  that  while 
Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  has  been  a  Junior  College  for  some  years,  it 
has  been  giving  almost  the  equivalent  of  three  years  college  work.  The 
Junior  College  graduates  therefore  lacked  only  a  little  more  than  a  year's 
work  to  prepare  them  for  graduation.  ]Miss  Jones  undertook  this  feat 
and  was  successful  in  it. 

When  it  became  evident  that  she  would  be  ready  for  graduation,  it 
was  decided  to  have  a  college  commencement  distinct  from  the  seminary 
commencement,  the  former  being  held  on  Monday  the  26th  and  the 
latter  on  Tuesday  the  27th.  Preparations  for  this  commencement  were 
made  on  short  notice,  but  the  result  was  entirely  satisfactory.  The  com- 
mencement sermon  for  the  two  institutions  was  preached  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  by  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  of  Harrisonburg, 
Va.,  on  May  25th.  The  college  students  attended  the  service  in  cap  and 
gown.  At  the  college  commencement  on  Monday,  there  was  an  academic 
procession.  The  President  and  commencement  speaker,  the  Dean  and 
the  faculty  and  the  college  students,  all  in  cap  and  gown,  together  with 
the  Trustees,  formed  the  procession.  The  line  was  formed  on  the  upper 
terrace  in  front  of  the  main  building,  proceeded  down  the  central  walk 
to  the  lower  terrace  and  from  thence  to  the  chapel  and  the  platform. 
After  the  opening  prayer  by  the  President,  the  candidate  for  graduation 
was  presented  by  the  Dean  to  the  President,  who  delivered  the  diploma, 
conferring  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  The  Dean  attached  the  Bach- 
elor's hood  to  the  gown  of  the  new  graduate,  who  readjusted  the  tassel 
on  her  cap  to  correspond  to  her  degree.  Each  of  the  three  lower  classes 
then  changed  their  tassels  to  indicate  their  promotion  to  a  higher  class. 
A  powerful  address  was  made  by  the  invited  speaker,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wil- 
son, an  enthusiastic  believer  in  the  future  of  the  college.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  few  remarks  from  the  President,  and  the  exercises  were 
closed  by  the  singing  of  two  verses  of  the  hymn  "The  Son  of  God  Goes 
Forth  to  War,"  and  the  Benediction,  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  W.  E. 
Davis. 

The  audience  filled  the  chapel  and  followed  the  exercises  with  the 
most  intense  interest. 

The  whole  occasion  was  impressive  and  pleasing  and  all  the  friends 
of  the  college  present  were  enthusiastic  over  the  success  of  the  first
